Lack of. Work Forces 1*ii1Imaii Officials 
' to Shut Dow u pi nut Sept. ,1. 

Pultnmn will be an 'idle town after Sept. 
1. Tbe great shops ,of tbe Pullman com- 
pany are to shut down ', on that date, and 
thousands of 'men employed in tbe various 
departments' oE the car-building corpora- 
tion will be without work. Thirty thou- 
sand people nt Pullman and in the sur- 
rounding towns will be tiffected/ and it 
may.TS tbat'work will not he resumed 
until nfter tbe presidential election. When 
the '.Pullman, company is working on full 
lime '7,000 persons are employed. During 
the last few months, owing to a lack of 
new orders, men have heen laid oh! three 
and four hundred nt a time, until now tbe 
force'does not ntrgregate more than 2,000. 
These men are encaged in finishing the 
Iconstructipn of cars already under way, 
and when these are ready for the rails the 
shops' will be closed and the great, plant 
rendered /idle.

Some time ago orders were given to re- 
duce the working force in tbe eastern plant 
as well ns here, and Vice-President Wickea 
said then that so few new orders were 
beinc received for equipment that a com- 
plete shut down might follow. Now comes 
iLe intimation tbat tbe machinery will be 
stilled Sept. 1.

A percentage of 01 In condition would 
show the pin ut to hu nearly perfect as 
to growth, vigor and fruitage. That tho 
government report was correct Is accept- 
ed by all persons well acquainted with 
cotton. But one thing the government 
report did not take into consideration 
was the ravage being wrought by the 
lioll weevil. For nearly two weeks the 
State of Texas has been visited by heavy 
in Ins. The dally precipitation and tho 
heat have tended to multiply the weevil 
to n surprising extern. At tho present 
rule of progress the weevil Is making the 
crop may bo' cut by from o00,000 to 
l.OUO.000 bnles, Croat damage has been 
done already nud still greater dnuiago 
Is feared. 

It Is because the Doll Weevil Com- 
mission knows of --no other method of 
wiping out the plague than by fire that 
the recommendation will be made to burn 
over tiie cotton fields. As all sorts of oils 
and poisons have failed to destroy the 
weevil, the commissioners have romp lo 
the conclusion Unit the only remedy Is 
lire. It Is in Octnher that the weevil 
hibernates, Mr. Johnson's iden is to hare 
the Legislature decree that upon n cer- 
tain day in October all |he farmers In tlia 
State shall cut down their cotton plants, 
pile the stalks In .heaps and burn them. 
Iu the. general coalliigmttou weevil, eggs, 
plant and bolls will be reduced to nshet, 
As nil hut the lup crop of cotton wll 
have been picked by October the loss in 
Hut will be reduced to comparatively 
imnll proportions, 

There aru nearly 10,000,000 acres ol 
land in Texas planted to cotton. Ap- 
proximately one-hiilf of tliis territory is 
infested with the weevil. As it would 
require at least one tire to each ncro of 
cotton laud a fleet cd, that would mean 
5,000,000 nr more fires.

weather bureau is as follows: 

Tho drouth prevailing iu portions of 
the central vu I leys hi the, previous week 
bus been relieved by ubiin'ilaiit ruins, hut 
drouth continues iu cenit'ul ami west em 
Tennessee and is beginning to h- felt in 
the middle gulf Stales and over a consid- 
erable* part of , Texas, 'lite central and 
northern Rocky mountain districts and 

the no rib I'acifi liisf'i; region are also 

ftifffcrliig from drouth, the prevalence of 
forest- lircs being reported from Idaho 
nml Moniiuiu, 

The liitter'purt of the week was loo 
rool in the lake region and unseasonably 
low temperatures uccurred in the north- 
ern itoekyiuoiiutain districts and upper 
Missouri valley on Aug. *il ami '.II!, but 
elsewhere east of ihe Korky mountains 
the teiu pern lure linx been favorable. 

The ^principal corn States buve experi- 
enced u week of favorable conditions, 
abundant rains having fallen throughout 
the corn belt, except in portions of Ohio 
nud ..ebraska. Corn has utude satisfac- 
tory progress hi the States of the Mis- 
souri v ul ley nml U generally improved in 
the central Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
although a considerable part of the crop 
iu the Oh in valley has hccti injured be- 
yond recovery, in the middle Atlantic 
Slates nml lower Missouri valley early 
corn is now practically matured. 

The spring wheal harvest is generally 
linished, except in. North Dakota and 
northern Minnesota',' where rust Is con- 
tinuing to cause gtvut injury. Ha ins in 
North Dakota In tlio latter part ot the 
week Interrupted harvesting. Harvest- 
ing is also Hourly finished on the north 
Pacific const. 

Tiie gen era 1 on I look for cotton Is, some- 
what Improved as compared with the 
con di lions reported the previous week, 
although shed ding continues in every 
State and rust is prevalent In llie cen- 
tral and eastern districts. The unfavor- 
able effects of shedding and rust, how- 
ever, are less pronounced than were re- 
ported last week, in Texas the weather 
conditions were favorable, hut the crop 
continued to deteriorate as a result of 
rust nml shedding and damage by insects. 

In this State injury by boll worms is 
decreasing, but the boll weevils continue 
very destine live In ihe southwestern, cen- 
tral, eastern and coast divisions, having 
paused the entire absence of bloom in 
muily localities, % Picking Is quite general 
In &GXIIS, except hi the north portion, 
uitUyiiii progress iu the southern por- 
'iooVjpf tiie central and eastern districts 
of llrfJ.cotton belt. 

I n't he middle Atlantic States and New 
Ibightnd tobacco has made favorable pro- 
gress, cutting being well advanced. While 
tlie rroV has been shortened by drouth 
In tbe Ohio volley, late rains have Im- 
proved the v .oiitlook hi that section. To- 
bacco Is making, good growth in Wis- 
consin, but is a hoii i two weeks lute. 

Hepnrts Indicate a general scarcity ot 
n pi des iu the greater part of tlie middle 
Atlantic States and central^ valleys, but 
in New Etiglund, New York ami the lake 
region the outlook Is more favoruble, a 
good crop benitig promised in the two 
last-mentioned sections, 

Tiie reports respecting potatoes Indi- 
cate thnr ii good crop in generally prom- 
ised Iu the more important potato-pro- 
ducing Stales. Drouth has Impaired the 
outlook In portions of the Ohio valley, 
however, and rot and blight are increas- 
ing iu Pennsylvania. Throughout tho 
central valleys und middle Atlantic 
Slates the soil Is In line condition for 
full plowing, which wnrk Is In genera) 
progress and is well advanced In soium 
places.

The Panama Commission is very busy 
'■with the preliminary work in connection 
with the big canal, It is now sending to 
the Isthmus InrRe quantities of dynamite 
for blasting purposes, nnd it will also es- 
tablish a printing office in the zone. The 
'Government fans decided to build a large 
naval station and dry dock at Panama. It 
jb intended to make it the largest and 
moat efficient on the western const of the 
hemisphere. This is in anticipation of 
course of the day when the United States 
will control the commerce of the Pacific 
ocean, nnd be the paramount power in 
Asia. The Commission will not be able to 
control the Panama railroad until next 
April. After that time it is expected the 
carrying trade from this country to the 
Isthmus will be thrown open to compe- 
tition. At present there is but little ma- 
terial to transport. 



The great fair at St Louis is doing very 
well, and if no calamity befalls it, the 
money advanced by the United States is 
likely to be repaid. Already nearly two 
millions of dollars have been refunded to 
the treasury which leaves $2,600,000 more 
to be paid. The people of Europe appear 
to take a deeper interest in the fiiir than 
those of this country. It was the Eraper- 
orof Germany who advised some of his 
wealthy American hosts to return to the 
United Stales and visit St. Louis.

boats on American waters. The old wooden 
ships will have to go; iron hulks, metal 
hatches, bulkheads for watertight and fire- 
proof compartments, licenses for nil em- 
ployed on the boats, etc., will be some of 
the new legislation recommended. 



President Roosevelt enn see no good 
reason why mechanics employed in tbe 
Washington Navy Yard, who have half a 
day off on Saturday, should not be paid 
for that hnlf day as well as clerks who are 
in tbe employ of the Government. At all 
events he hiis induced the comptroller of 
tbe Treasury to take his view of the matter 
and now people who work with their hands 
nnd brains in the District of Columbia 
will be treated on the same footing as 
those who work with their brains, 



There is a considerable anxiety manifest- 
ing itself among the democrats regarding 
the part Messrs. Bryan and Hearst will 
take in the campaign.

Pursuant to tha order nnd direction of 
the Republican County Central Committee 
of the County of Lake and State of Illinois, 
a Republican County Convention will be 
held at tbe Town Hall in the Village of 
Libertyville, Lake County, Illinois, on the 
10th day of Soptember, 1004, at two o'clock 
P. M., for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate, for Circuit Clerk, a candidate 
for Coroner, a candidate for States At- 
torney, and a candidate for County Sur- 
veyor. 

It having been heretofore resolved that 
each voting precinct in the county be de- 
clared n primary district, and that a 
primary election or caucus bo called for 
each of said primary districts, and the 
Republican legal voters of said Lake Coun- 
ty, in their last County Convention, having 
passed the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
and recited, and said County Central Com- 
mittee, pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same into effect, 
which rules are as follows: 

Rule I. All Republican primaries, or 
caucuses, for the selection of delegates to 
Republican County Conventions hereafter 
called shall be called by the Republican 
County Central Committee in each nnd 
every voting precinct in Enid Lake County, 
to bo held on the same day, and tho hours 
(hereof to be between two o'clock P. M. 
and eight o'clock P. M., nnd the polls 
thereof shall he open for at least three 
hours, and each County Counnitteeman 
shall see to it that such primnry is fully 
advertised. 

Rule II, All voting nt such primaries 
or caucuses shall be by uniform ballot, 
which ballot shall be printed by the County 
Central Committee nnd distributed bv such 
committee to the Republican Township 
Committees of the several townships, to be 
by such last named committee delivered to 
the Judges of the primaries of the several 
precincts of such townships, who shall be 
chosen by such Town shin Committees, 
wherein tbe same shall be delivered to 
voters and prepared for voting 'and voted 
the same as the Australian Ballot under 
the regular election laws of Illinois, nnd 
booths to be used in voting, 

Rule 111. ' Said ballots shall have print- 
ed thereon, in addition to tbe names of 
delegates, the names of nil candidates for 
the several offices for which nominations 
are to be made nt the convention for which 
delegates are to be selected, and the voter 
shall receive his ballot from one of the 

i'udges of the primary and shall indicate 
lis choice of candidates by making a cross 
opposite tbe name of the candidate of his 
choice for each office and cast his ballot so 
marked the same as at an election by 
Australian Ballot under the regular election 
laws; and the candidate for any office who 
slinil receive the highest number of votes 
for that office in any precinct shall have 
the delegation of that precinct as instructed 
for him 'and to vote for hiui at the County 
Convention for which such delegates are 
chosen; and the ballot shall so state such 
instruction. 

Rl-leIV. Such ballot shall be in the 
nature of nn official ballot, and shall bear 
the name of the Secretary of tbe County 
Central Committee printed on the back 
therpof; and when delivered to the voters 
by the primary judges they shall have the 
initials of the primary judge who delivers 
them written thereon, and in counting 
ballots cast, none shall be counted other 
than such official ballot so marked. 

RuleV. Such ballot shall contain the 
names of but one set of delegates in each 
precinct, who shall 1 bo selected by the 
County Committeeman of each precinct for 
his precinct, and spaces shall be left vacant. 
so that names of other delegates may be 
written in and voted for by the voter by 
erasing printed names nnd substituting 
written names therefor, 

■ Rule VI. Each candidate shall register 
his* name as such can did ate- with the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring nis candidacy, arid pay 
to said Secretary a fee of Fifty Dollars 
iS'iO.00) to help defray the expenses' of 
printing and distributing such ballots'. 

Rule VII. ■ The call for the County 
Convention shall be by thirty days ^notice 
published at least once in each week for 
two successive weeks, the first publication 
to be thirty days before the convention day, 
except where special elections and district 
convention calls render a" shorter notice 
necessary. 

Rule; VIII, The judges of the severnl 
primaries sh-dlniake up credentials accord- 
ing to thfi result of the ballots cast, nnd 
shall also forthwith certify such result to 
the. Secretary of the County Committee, 
nnd shall preserve all poll books and ballots 
until after the adjournment of tbe County 
Convention to which delegates nre elected. 

Rule IX, The County Committee shall 
meet to execute these rules o» call of the 
Chairman and Secretary thereof. 

Rule X. These rules shall, of course, 
be subject to such changes and modification 
as may result from nny primnry election 
law hereafter passed by the Illinois General 
Assembly; and said County Committee 
having voted and directed that said prima- 
ries be held pursuant to said rules on 
September 0th. 1004. The se vera I primary 
districts will therefore cull their primary 
elections to be held in each primary district 
in said county on the 0th day of September, 
1U04, the polls of each of sucb primary 
elections to be open for at least three hours, 
between two o'clock P, M. and eight o'clock 
P. M. of said last mentioned date, the 
judges nnd clerks thereof to be appointed 
by the several Township Committees. 

The voting at each of such priranries 
shnll be by ballot, of the kind and in the 
mnnner provided for in nnd required by 
said rules above mentioned nnd set fortb. 
_ The representation for each primnry 
district in said County Convention hereby 
called will be one delegate for encb twenty- 
seven votes, or major fraction thereof, cast 
for the Republican candidate for President 
in 1900. The several primary districts 
will thus send delegates to the snid County 
Convention as follows:

Mr. Parker la evidently well enough 
posted on the way business had been 
disastrously affected by previous at-

mercial 'distress. It cannot well be 
questioned that the Democratic practice 
of ripping up by wholesale a compli- 
cated imiKirt tariff is pretty sure (o de- 
range at least olib season's plana in the 
industries affected, and it Is apt to throw 
out of employment thousands of people, 
also to make a bad miscalculation as to 
future public revenue. 

Following the new tariff law in March, 
1883, public revenue decreased $50,000,- 
000 lu the twelve months ending with 
June, JS84, nud something like $20,000,- 
000 In the. fiscal year ISSii; and in 1S&1 
the financial situation reached a crisis. 
The financial uneasiness of tlint year 
caused 1884 to be considered a panic 
■year. 

The Tonic of 1S03. 

In 1503 ii calamitous panic begiuniug 
in the spring mouths was- synchronous 
■'• with "that sense of uncertainty and In- 
stability" which hnd followed the elec- 
tion of both a President nnd a Congress 
pledged to free trade. The passngc of 
the Wllfion bill the following yeav ag- 
gravated flic industrial disasters. This 
bill not ouly did direct damage to man- 
ufacturing industry everywhere through- 
; out the country, but it hnd disastrous ef- 
fects on (lie nation'a credit, because it 
caused the revenues to drop heavily be- 
low the expenditures and thus forced the 
government to draw for Ha routine ex- 
penses on the treasury gold reserve, 
which was needed to preserve the gold 
standard of value. The revenue from 
this bill fcTl abort of the estimates of 
Its Democratic frd triers by no less n.num 
than 587,000,000, and this, including its 
sugar 4m port <nx, which many of the 
Democratic leaders, including President 
Cleveland himself, had been bitterly op- 
posed to. Tlie bill produced a deficit of 
-542,805,223 in the fiscal year 1S05, and 
$25,203,245 m 1800. 

.Four-jwarsot gloomy business depres- 
sion throughout , the country whs the 
price, paid for this bungling attempt at 
"tariff reform" by the Democratic party. 
■'It -was marked by intense suffering on 
the part or a large section of the Amer- 
ican people who could get no work to 
*do nt even die lowest wages. 

"THAT SENSE OF UNCERTAIN- 
TY AND INSTABILITY" lasted four 
long yuan. UNTIL .THE ELECTION 
OF WILLIAM \McKINLEY. Those 
four years (IS03-7) of Democratic free 
trade rule marked the saddest chapter 
In Amcrtcn* industrial history. The 
losses io thu country Industrially, finan- 
cially, .and commercially were probably 
grenter than during the four yeara or 
Clvll"War, 1801-5, when the nation 1 a 
resources were naturally enough strain- 
red to the utmost, and peaceable indus- 
trial parauilS: had to be largely aban- 
doned.

The actual business effects from 
"THAT SENSE OF UNCERTAINTY

"Track laying for the first six months 
of 1803 shows a decrease from the sim- 
ilar period of ' 1802. The Engineering 
News says': 'We have about 3,000 miles 
for the total probable track-laying of 
the year. This will, bring the milon go of 
new track laid lor' 1603 below '-that of 
any other year siace 3878, with tho pos- 
sible exception of 1SS5.'

Washington, D. C., Aug. in.-^Sou*ator 
Fairbanks of Indiana, the vice ^presiden- 
tial, candidate, came near being comrades 
In arms with 'president Itoosevelt In the 
war wllli Spain. Few, if any, of his 
friends are aware thnt ho volunteered 
his services In defense of the ling.

Kteciitlvo, 
telling funny stories to tlie Secretary of 
War, and both of the men uhsolntely 
unconscious of the cxnniHltu. democracy 
of their athjtudc. "So Ion« tin audi thlnga 
as this can tnko place just outside tho 
White House, tho American people mny 
well bo assured thnt their (Ives hnd their 
liberties are In good hands, tfureigiicrs 
who come here nlwnys fail to rcuiujnlzo 
tiio real democracy of . the public men 
of America, and frequently they gu 
away with the tmnroatiloii that the Amer- 
ican citizen worships only Iho dollar, be- 
cause they do not realize that the men 
they run iip ngninst on the. street cars, or 
the puoplo they Jofltlu on crowded ear- 
ners nro the elected rulers of the Amer- 
ican people who step tip one day and 
down the next, and who are not injured 
either by their elevntioii or hy their 
period of subset) ue t it retirement. 
Speaker Cnnnon and Secretary Tnfr. 

Joseph G. Cannon, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, la an excel- 
lent typo of tlie sturdy western agricul- 
tural clasa.

When the resolution was adopted ib« 
quest inn of an isthmian cuiiol wns not 
being agitated, ns if never won In nny 
practical way by tbe Deuiumillc party. 
The resolution refers to the maintenance 
of overland isthmian transit, which had 
been interrupted by Nicaragua under a 
pretense that her sovereignty wns being 
invuded. The resolution virtually asserta 
the paramount right of the United Suites 
tn ma i iila iu nud control the transit route, 
which waa nn important part of eom- 
munfcntlou wlllr California, u gainst any 
and ull comers. 

lluchiuinii'* "Mettsntce. 

In bis annual message of lSflS Presi- 
dent Buchanan said the transit across 
tli a. isthmus wns "a highway which 
must bo open to the world," and thnt 
"the commerce of other nations is not 
to stand sill I and await the adjustment 
of such petty controversies" as thosa 
which Nicaragua bad raised. ."Th« 
government of the United States expect 
no more, thou this," he ndded, "and they, 
will not be sotisfled with less." 

These were brave and true utterances, 
but no Democratic nd ministration ever 
did anything to mnke them good.

The Inbov Rtruggte Involving Chi- 
cago's, greatest Industry — that center- 
ing In Hie meat packing plnitts nt the 
Block yards— bus cost both the nnlou 
men and the. puckers u yast sum. , A 
statistical comparison shows the effects 
of tlie strike. The strikers havo lost, 
each week, $3iu.i)0Q 1« wages; milking 
a total or $l,.Sf!f),MOU thus sacrlltecil. 
What tlie losses of the packers have 
been Is problimuitietil. That they have 
he on tmiubusoi is admitted, but no esti- 
mates hnve been furnished by ttiose In 
position to tell. . i - 

The erToct on the Chicago live stock 
market Una liceu great. During Hie 
first week's of tlin struggle the receipts 
wore so sinall that the city became one 
of tlio smaller centers Instead of the 
chief market of tlie world. The big 
pnclcors, who had bought Hie moot and 
Ihe best consignments, were practical- 
ly out of the market. As- Hit struggle 
drugged along, however, they began to. 
gather working forces large enough to 
run rthdi' plants' on a considerable 
scale, A marked improvement was 
noted early In August, 

The packers In the last two weeks 
Unvc gained lit llie iintube'i of men em- 
ployed, In the nuinbiiv of imiirinis 
slaughtered, mid In the shipments to 
outside cities'. From the first ihe em- 
ployorsjotuid the least ililllculty In hu- 
eurlu'g r 'iiif,in,\° rim their hog slaughter- 
ing deltftj/fiiimils. Less skill wns re- 
^quired, to^lilll and cut up hogs than 
eitttloStud sheep, ami the pnekers'cen- 
teretl their energies ou elVurts to bring 
the uepartriiei)^.np to u urinal. Two 
weeks, ftg^l&hwore t'alrty sneeessfii) 
and now "thci^ ueclnie they buve no 
more 'to"iiskVV,', 

Tlie most- skilled butchers were re- 
quired- i'u thV; cattle slaughtering de- 
partment. Another .fact kil the em- 
ployers to go sk>\Vi with this part of 
their 'plants. Knefi pi the big Chicago 
houses has brmiehes In western cities 
These distant plants, not so seriously 
affected by the .strike, were uble to 
.bundle cattla. ctiougli to keep (be com- 
panies running* wit bout the necessity 
of putting excessive pru&mrc on the 
Chicago estnbllsltinents, 

Kort Worth, t Texas, was especially 
relied on by two of the companies. 
Tlte phints lu thut city kill practically 
no nni inula but nil He, They were and 
nrc now nm overt linci ami tliey tiuike 
up any -deficiency arising from the 
short output of Ihe Chicago plants. 

Tlio volume ol output, the packers 
say, Is not wholly dependent ou the 
number of men on the pay lulls. Last 
year t hero were, many workers In Ihe 
employ of -the companies who put in 
little more tlutn half time each week. 
Now nil the employes work full time. 
The owners of the plants »ity Hint 
the net mi I number of hours' work n 
week of the present force is not much 
less than llie number of hours uf work 
a. "week of the former larger ercwa. 

Consumers of meat have fittt tin? ef- 
fects of the strike In Ihe iidvhnced 
prices charged. The denlers have rais- 
ed their figures lu accord a nee with Urn 
credulity of their patrons, the packers 
declare. The liinrkctmeii, however, say 
they hnve been forced to pay more for 
Uielr goods. 

The big lynching companies, f Veil* 
managers ma I n tn In, hnve not iiitilerlnb 
ly raised prices since the beginning of 
the strike.' An advjincri was made 
when Ihe struggle was a tew days old. 
This, it is asserted, bus not been con- 
tinued. The sympathetic strike of the 
teamsters cut Ihe big companies ofT 
from tlie Chicago trade and I brew It 
lo the independent concerns. The puck- 
ers ipiote figures -to (trove tlmt these 
flmaller compauies buve taken iiilvnu- 
tnge of their increased trade nml have 
charged greatly augmented prices. 

While there has been much com- 
plaint from Hie live slock producers, 
the statistics Indicate Hint they buve 
Buttered little in Hie stock yards mar- 
ket Trices luive remained : fairly 
steady, ai though there were some days 
curly In the struggle when large re- 
ceipts caused disastrous slumps, Tlie 
loss of the farmer has been chiefly ut 
home, lie has been obliged to hold 
buck and feed cattle, hogs and sheep 
a I roady fittteiied for the market,

I told It 
to a number «r farmers, but they am 
so wedded lo purls green that I coulfl 
get but one to try It. ami It proved -i 
success. It not only kills or drlv.ns 
away, hut It does not Injure the potu- 
loes. Take live gallons of coal tar — 
procurable at any gas works — plnco- 
the Kit me in n water tight barrel, nud 
pour ou it Jlfiy gallons nf water. Let 
It stand twenty- four hours, then dip 
it out, nnd sprinkle, or spray, It over 
the beetle Infested potato plnnts. A. 
friend whom I Induced to try it toid 
me that It was the best thing he over 
tried, as he inn do but two applications 
ou a uvimiito Held during the season, 
nnd raised the best potatoes he >jver 
had. While the stuff Is hot nice to 
handle, it Is ntit poisonous. 'nnd will 
not hurt a mm hand." This old tviu- 
t'dy has been used In Its time with 
gooti results, it may be wise to give It 
a not her uud more thorough trial. 
Sometimes we Hud (lint these old and 
once discarded devices buve sumo ipia). 
Hies which make them de.d ruble, nml 
possibly, pre fern bie, to some newer 
met hods nnd devices. If 1 can got I lie' 
tar I will iigalti put I his remedy to tlie 
test.

In reply to mi inquiry Professor Ten 
I'lyck, of Kansas, says: I do not think 
It advisable to harrow tlio KnglJs.li 
blue grass nt this time, Even with it 
very light harrowing uuuiy of tho 
young phi uts are likely to he de.itniy- 
ed. Later In the season, say In June, 
when the grass baa prniluccd more 
routs and become well established, it 
may stand the harrowing without In- 
jury, although It is not usual lo bur- 
row young grass in this way the ilrst 
season. The red clover or alfalfa may 
he sown on the field, taking, the 
chances of the seed being covered by 
Hie rnlii. If the ground has not al- 
ready been packed by heavy rains this 
may he a practicable plan to ml opt. 
Whatever the condition of .the hind, 
if the ground should be moist at Ihe 
surface for Nome time after seeding, 
Ihe clover/ or alfalfa would likely 
sprout uud grow. Clover Is often sown 
on Ileitis early in the spring In this 
way nud left uncovered. Purlin [is* the 
clover from the Ilrst seeding may yet 
make a start. It Is nut usual for red 
clover to be killed out by frost in the 
spring, even w hen seeded Very early, 
I have never grown clover iiiul al- 
falfa together, but since Hiese crops 
nre so different In their periods of 
growth, tlie nlfnlfn yielding three ut* 
futtr crops, while the clover yields nun 
or two, It would not seem advisable 
tn grow the crops together. If you 
hifvo a pnor start of clover It may- bo 
thickened up by putting oil a littles 
iww seed In the spring and harrow- 
ing It In. With alfalfa the best suc- 
cess ironies by rescedlng In the fall lif- 
ter the third cutting; having disked 
and burrowed the field' previous lo 
seeding. Tins last growth uf- uiralfa 
may. be pastured lu order to' keep It 
from shading Hm young plants, j 
have not tried tills method, hut I note 
that It is favorably spoken of by wniiu 
fur mora. As a rule, I would ; recom- 
mend tu seed a new piece of. In ml or 
plow up ihe old Held mid riiseeil It 
rather tltuu to attempt to thicken up 
the stand now on 'tho'groutid.

Records of the public land office for 
the fiscal year ended June SO, 300M, 
Bhow that 10,25S,S02 acres of public 
lands were disposed of during the year, 
ns compared with ^,(150.023 acres last 
year. The total cash received for these 
hinds was $8,780,803, as compared with 
^10,r»57,01S last year. Thc'Dumbcr. of 
^n tries was 172,837. These figures in- 
dicate, according to officials of the land 
tdlLcc, that the public land boom of last 
year Is subsiding somewhat. Last yenr 
was tlie record year for twenty years, 
find the present Is next highest In the 
number of acres disposed of by the 
tfovcnimcnL Lands were taken up la 
twenty-four States and four Territo- 
ries. North Dakota led In the number; 
of acres and Oregon in the amount o£f 
cash received. In North Dakota 1,708,-''' 
Bill acres were disposed of, the money 
received for the same being §1,2J4,218. 
lu Oregon 1,170,uTiO acres were taken 
lip and $1,442,570 received for the 
urns.

Shakespearean 
scholars will be Interested In tho out- 
come of the present endeavor, whlcn, 
it ia said, has been undertaken wttb a 
view to doing justice both to Shakes- 
peare and to French taste. But liter- 
ary Franco never valued tbe English 
dramatist highly.
